KIRKWOOD's SUCCESSOR.

Chief ot this faction are the pro- 
prieters of the Missouri Republican, They 
have done more to keep McDonough in 
power than any others.

THe TRIBUNE published vesterday morn- 
ing a report of the remarks made by Repre- 
sentative R. H. White at the meeting of the 
Republican Club of the Third Ward Satur- 
day evening, in which he strove to defend 
his inexcusable opposition to the bill to al- 
low the citizens of North, South, and West 
Chicago to consolidate those towns if they 
see fit. He steadily suppressed in his re- 
marks the nature of the bill now before the 
House. We look in vain through his disin- 
genuous speech for a statementof the fact that 
the bill merely provides a means whereby the 
three towns shall have the privilege of uniting 
at some future period, after complying with 
the preliminaries required by the bill, in- 
cluding the presentation to the County Board 
of petitions signed by 1,000 legal voters of 
each town. Representative White also failed 
to explain that the position he has taken 
is that the people of these three towns shall 
not have permission to vote on this question 
of consolidation. 

If he had been honest enough to state to 
the meeting the real grounds which actuated 
his opposition he would have been hissed off 
the stand, and the questions would have 
been put to him what right he had 
to use tis influence in the Legis 
lature to prevent the people from voting 
on this question, and who authorized 
his insolent assumption that he knew the 
wishes of the people of Chicago better than 
they do themselves. This attempt on his 
part to declare that the people of South Chi- 
cago and the other towns shall not have a 
right to vote on a question which so inti- 
mately concerns them is a very cheeky piece 
of business. We are rather surprised that 
some of his auditors did not ask him on 
what ground he justified such a position as 
that, and did not also explain hia misrepre- 
sentations of the nature of the bill.

President Garfield sent to the Senate on 
Saturday the names of the persons he has 
chosen to form his Cabinet, as follows:

Secretary of War—Robert T. Lincoln, of Illi-

eo! York. 


ttorney-General— Wayne MacVeagh, of 
Pennsylvania. 

The Senate promptly confirmed the ap- 
pointments without reference to a commit- 
tee. As three Senators are included in the 
list, their resignation will be required before 
they can take the oath of office, but there is 
no reason why the new Administration 
should not be fully organized and ready for 
business Monday. 

The Cabinet thus composed will afford 
general satisfaction. It meets all the require- 
ments of locality, giving three representa- 
tives to the East, three to the West, and one 
to the South. It has a high average of abili- 
ty, unquestioned integrity, and in its collect- 
ive capacity a very unusual experience of 
public affairs and knowledge of the duties 
pertaining.to the several offices. 

The new Secretary of State is, in a peculiar 
sense, a truly National character. He is an 
Eastern man with a Western temperament. 
In the discharge of his official duties he will 
consider first the interests of his own country, 
and afterwards the small social amenities 
which have heretofore played so important a 
part in our diplomacy. Joining to an unn- 
‘ually quick and vigilant mind an extensive 
knowledge of human nature, a courteous and 
deferential manner, and a strong will, he 
unites most happily the characteristics that 
the head of the Foreign Office should pos- 
sess. He will, moreover, give President 
Garfield the benefit of his judgment and 
calm counsel whenever he may be called 
upon to advise what the general conduct of 


may be accepted as committing the new Ad- 
ministration thoroughly to the support of the 
double standard, and actively employing. the 
influence of the Republic to extend it over 
Europe and America. 

Mr. Robert Lincoln has been obscured by 


the shadow of a great name, and still more Qy | 


his own modesty. Those who know him as 
the people of Chicago do will not need to be 
assured that he is a good lawyer, and that 
his whole life has been marked by an unt 
sual degree of fidelity and adherence 
to principle. He is scrupulously exact, 
methodical, and business-like in his own 
practice, and possesses all the qual- 
ifications for a good executive officer. He 
has had some military experience as an As- 
sistant Adjutant-General on Gen. Grant’s 
staff, and in this respect is better fitted for the 
War-Office than most of those who have held 
it, His age is nearly # years, so that he 
cannot be considered too young; and his 
knowledge of Washington life will protect 
him from the mistakes that too often result 
from inexperience. We do not wholly re- 
ject the sentimental ground in considering 
this appointment. It was a graceful thing 
for Gen. eld to honor the son of the 
great IMinoisan. The people of Lilinois will 
thank’him for it. It is well that he has done 
86, too, as seems to be the case, of his own 
motion, without suggestion or urging from 
any quarter. 

William II. Hunt, who has been appointed 
Secretary of the Navy, has been a member of 
the Court of Claims at Washington since May, 
1878. He is a native of Louisiana; was a 
Union man during the War, and has been a 
Republican since. He hag been engaged in 
the practice of law for many years, and was 
prominent in the Bar of New Orleans when 
calied to Washington. His character has 
never been questioned, and, as he had an in- 
timate acquaintance with Gen. Garfield, the 
latter had the best opportunities of judging 
of his fitness for the office. 

Samuel J. Kirkwood, the Secretary of the 


Interior, has been described as “a home- 


spun man.“ He is regarded in lowa with 
some of the same peculiar affection that was 
bestowed in Illinois upon Abraham Lincoln, 
whom he resembles both in his figure and his 
manners. His inexhaustible flow of good- 
humor and his countless anecdotes have de- 
lighted many Western audiences. Mr. Kirk- 
wood’s public experience began in the Ohio 
Constitutional Convention of 1850-51 (though 
he isa native of Maryland). He has been 
three times Governor and twice Senator from 
Iowa. His removal will make a vacancy for 
the ambitious young men in that State to 
serambie for. As he is now in his 67th year, 
he had less reason than Senator Allison to 
look forward to or desire another long term 
of service in the Senate. 

Thomas L. James will bring to the Post- 
Office Department the hichest order of fitness 
and practical knowledge of its requirements. 
There never was a Postmaster in New York 
who discharged the duties of that office to 
such general satisfaction. Mr. James will be 
the Postmaster-General, and wil! not delegate 
his duties to assistants. He will rip open the 
rotten, foul, extravagant star service, and 
repair the mischief that Key through gross 
negligence permitted to be done. It is under- 
stood, moreover, that he has several reforms 
Which he desires to introduce ; and the recent 
example of Postmaster-General Fawcett in 
England shows how much one able man can 
accomplish in this direction. 

Wayne MacVeagh has been noted in a so- 
clal way as the young gentleman who mar- 
ried Simon Cameron’s daughter in spite of 
him.” To this illustrious achievement he 
has now added the other of defeating his 
brother-in-law, the Senator from Pennsyl- 
vania, in the matter of the Cabinet appoint- 
ment from that State. As Attorney-General 
he will be a worthy successor to Mr. Devens, 
and. higher praise than that he can scarcely 
hope to enjoy. Mr. MacVeagh has been at- 
torney for the Pennsylvania Railroad: he 
has a large and very lucrative practice, and 
an enviable social position in Philadelphia. 
It will be a sacrifice in more respects than 
one for him to take the place. 

On the whole, the Cabinet should be re- 
garded as a fair compromise between all the 
various elements of the party. While neither 
Conkling nor Cameron got all he desired, 
they were both awarded ali they were fairly 
entitled to. Windom is a compromise, not 
only on the money question, but as between 
Blalne and Grant. The Blaine people are 
represented by their chief and Mr. Kirkwood. 
Robert Lincoln and probably Mr. James, who 
has the largest patronage to dispose of, were 
supporters of Gen. Grant; Judge Hunt is 
simply an original Garfield man, and Wayne 
Mac Veagh was in the first instance for Sher- 
man, but was better pleased with the result 
than he could have been if his first choice 
had been approved. 

With such a Cabinet and such a harmoni- 
ous opening of his Administration, it will be 
surprising if Gen. Garfield does not fully 
satisfy the reasonable expectations of the 
American people as their Chief Magistrate. 


IMPRESSIONS OF THE NEW ADMIWIS- 
TRATION. 

If the sentiments expressed in Washington 

on all sides be a fair indication of the pre- 


| vailing judgment of the country, as may be 


rly assumed in this case, the selection of 
President Garfield’s Cabinet has been as hap- 
py as all the other conditions under which 
his Administration has been inaugurated. 
In spite of the numerous disappointments 
that are unavoidable in making up a new 
Cabinet, there seems to be a universal admis- 
sion that Garfield has established at the out- 
set more harmony in the Republican party 
than has existed at any time since Gen. 
Grant was elected for a second term. Hehas 
certainly done this without in any respect 
compromising his own dignity or independ- 
ence. Mr. Blaine is reported to have said 
within a day or two that he believed Good 
statesmanship to consist in wise concessions,” 
and these concessions have been so evenly 
divided that all factions and sections have 
either been conciliated genuinely, or are 


‘piaced in such a position that they cannot 


hope to antagonize the new Administration 
in any manner, openly or covertly, with any 
respectable following, nor without inviting 
their condemnation.

ment as well as popular support. 

The discusston of the individual fitness of 
the new Cabinet officers is as favorable to 
Gen. Garfield’s judgment as the opinion re- 
garding Its harmonious arrangement. The 
country at large has approved from the first 
the selection of Mr. Blaine as the Premier, 
and there is an intuitive conviction that the 
State Department will during the next four 
years manifest some of the spirit of progress, 
pluck, and enterprise which are character- 
istic of the American people, and that 
through its influence the American Nation 
will assert itself more vigorously in its for- 
elan relations than ever before. The ap 
pointment of Mr. James Postmaster-General 
has commanded instant recognition of fit- 
ness, and perfect confidence that the abuses 
which have been tolerated in that Depart- 
ment will be weeded out. The imelination 
to object to Mr. KirkwWood on account of his 
age has been overwhelmed by the universal 
admission that he brings to the Department 
of the Interior the first essentials of a suc- 
cessful administration—viz.: undoubted in- 
tegrity and good common sense. The long 
experience of Mr. Windom and his oonserva- 
tive habit of taking counsel are construed to 
assure ready cobperation with the President, 
whose knowledge of Government finance 
is second to no other man’s, and whose theo- 
ries are at once conservative and practical. 


The selection of Mr. Wayne MacVeagh has 


occasioned some adverse comment among 
the “ Stalwarts,” but has been gracefully ac- 
quiesced in by the Cameron faction. While 
that gentleman isa good lawyer, and is the 
best type of a Liberal Republican, he is felt 
to have a backing which will overcome all 
spiteful criticism. There is a remarkable 
wnanimity in accepting the nomination of 
Mr. Robert T. Lincoln as a prover mark of 
Nationa? recognition of a. great memory; 
and Judge ‘Hunt, a representative Union 
and native Southerner, has abundant testi- 
mony among all who have ever known him 
of ability and character. 

It was said soon after Gen. Garfield’s elec- 
tion that it was his purpose to make his Ad- 
ministration a Western Administration. He 
has not in the selection of his advisers in- 
dicated an intention to do thisin a sectional 
or objectionable way, but the West has been 
given the position and influence to which it 
is entitled at the hands of a Republican Pres- 
ident, and the great productive interests of 
the country are fully protected against a 
misuse of National power in behalf of money 
interests and corporation interests. Every 
step that has been taken thus far in the 
selection of assistants to the chief officers of 
the Government indicates the same sound 
judgment that is admitted to have been 
shown in the choice of advisers and heads of 
Departments.

WORK FOR THE NEW SECRETARY OF THE 
NAVY. 

The current number of Puck contains a 
powerful and satirical cartoon upon the con- 
dition of our navy. An old hulk lies rotting 
in the sand with a single sailor and marine 
on deck, while the three yardarins of 
the fragment of a mast left standing are 
crowded with birds of plumage—Admirals, 
Commodores, Captains, and Lieutenants— 
as thickly as they can roost together, and 
above them on thé truck is the Secretary of 
the Navy with a battered spy-azlass. The 
picture is bitterly satirical, but it is also bit- 
terly true. We have now a new Secretary of 
the Navy who lives in the great seaport of 
New Orleans, and ought naturally to be more 
familiar with naval matters than men from 
the raging Wabash or stormy Kanawha, who 
may be familiar with punt, canoe, and dug- 
out navigation. 
that he knows our rotting, and contempt- 
ible, and antiquated navy is crammed 
with Admirals, Commodores, Captajns, 
Lieutenants, Paymasters, Surgeons, —. 
shipmen, almost sufficient to man a navy as 
big as England's, and certainly enough to 
fitout the navies of France or Germany. 
While we have some vessels that may be of 
service in collecting revenues and preventing 
smuggling, our fighting vessels of war are 
simply contemptible. We have not a ship 
in our whele navy which could stand ten 
minutes’ fighting with any modern-built 
ironclad of any other navy in the world. 
Italy has two ironclads which could get 
away with our entire navy, while England, 
France, and Germany, or even Spain and 
Turkey, would find no difficulty in sending 
the whole of them to the bottom in rapid 
succession. Rusty old tugs, thinly-covered 
shelis, moldy cheese-boxes, a few of 
them perhaps seaworthy, some kept 
inshore because they are not safe, 
and others rotting in docks, and not one of 
them having any of the modern improve- 
ments, compose our navy. The success of 
our monitor ironclads twenty years ago 
opened the eyes of other nations to their 
naval deficiencies, and they have since re- 
paired them, and constructed their war-ships 
anew with reference to power, speed, endur- 
ance, and the strength and efficiency of their 
ordnance, while we to-day are just where we 
were fifteen years ago. We have had the 
experiences of all these years and the results 
of some naval fighting to guide us. We are 
spending between fourteen and fifteen mill- 
ions of dollars every year, and yet what is 


‘the result? A worthless, rotting navy, as 


depicted by Puck, with its yardarms crowded 
with officers, as thickly as they can roost, 
with nothing to do but to draw their pay and 
help spend all these millions of the people’s 
money. We have a navy which, in case 
of any insult offered us by a foreign 
Power, is good for nothing, either offen- 
sive or defensive, and by the time that 
we could get a navy strong enough 
todo anything the war would be over end 
our principal ports would be laid under con- 
tribution, unless they could be defended by 
shore batteries and torpedoes. We are not 
able to cope even with Spain in the West In- 
dian waters, should any trouble arise about 
Cuba, while it is absurd even to think of de- 


duty of the Administration to disband the 
useless partof the navy; to send tne larger 
part of its useless officers on shore, and let

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ORGANIZATION OF THE SENATE. 

The purpose of the caucus held by the 
Democratic Senators on Saturday while 
waiting for the Cabinet nominations was not 
merely to determine the question of im- 
inediate confirmation of the new President's 
official family, but also to consider the prob- 
lem of reorganizing the Senate. It came 
out in Washington yesterday that while the 
caucus reached no final. decision, the plan 
was suggested, and may be adopted, to have 
the Senate take a recess till about the middle 
of the month, in order to give time for the 
filling of vacancies on the Republican side 
caused severally by the death of the late 
Senator Carpenter and the retirement of 
Messrs. Blaine, Windom, and Kirkwood to 
the Cabinet A special. messenger left 
Washmgton yesterday to carry Mr. 
Blaine’s resignation to the Maine Legislat- 
ure, so that his successor may be elected a 
week from to-morrow. The resignations of 
Messrs. Kirkwood and Windom will proba- 
bly be sent in to-day, and, the Legislatures in 
their States having adjourned, successors 
may be appointed at once. The Wisconsin 
Legislature may proceed to-morrow to the 
eleetion of a Senator to take Mr. Carpenter’s 
seat. 

Such a decision on the part of the Demo- 
cratic Senators would unquestionably be 
wise. If they should seek to take advantage 
of the existing vacancies on. the Republican 
side, they would thus invite a reorganization 
at any time when the Republicans should 
feel themselves strong enough to undertake 


“it. The Senate, being a permanent body, ad-

inits of reorganization at any time when a 
majority are in fayor of such proceeding, 
and a mere resolution is the only 
necessary’ preliminary to such a step. 
It is the practice when an organization 
has once been made to retain it during the 
current Congress, but this practice is based 
upon the assumption that the original or- 
ganization has been made by a clear ma- 
jority, without resort to sharp practice. 
There is nothing arbitrary or binding about 
it, It the Democrats shall resolve to post- 
pone the organization for the present, it will 
probably be because certain Senators whose 
votes are Indispensable to them are not will- 
ing to take snap judgment upon the Re- 
publicans owing to accidental vacancies. 
Among these Senators may probably be in- 
cluded Judge Davis, of Lilinois, and Messrs. 
Bayard, Beck, and Pendleton. If the or- 
ganization be postponed till the Republican 
vacancies shall be filled, then there inay be 
in the meantime a free and fair fight for 


Senator Mahone’s vote, upon which the 


balance of power turns, and, whatever the 
result may be, both sides will be Bound 
thereby. 

While the Senate will be very close and 
uncertain upon all questions during the next 
two years, the Democrats must feel that their 
side has been notably weakened by the re- 
tirement of some of their ablest men. Messrs. 
Thurman, Kernan, McDonald, Eaton, and 
Whyte are serious losses to Democratic in- 
fluence, for they were all strong men, each in 
his own way, and all had earned public con- 
fidence in their personal integrity and their 
knowledge of affairs. The changes on the 
Republican side have not involved any such 
serious loss. The death of Senator Car- 
penter and the resignations of Blaine 
and Windom would be an injury 
if there were not compensation to 
be found In the ability which has been sup- 
plied in other places. There will bea pow- 
erful Republican phalanx in Senators Ed- 
munds, Conkling, Sherman, Hoar, Hale, 
Frye, Conger, and Harrison, and the ad- 
vantages in point of ability will be largely 
on the Republican side. Perhaps it is the 
knowledge of this fact that weighs in the 
prospective determination of the Democrats 
to act fairly in the matter of organization, 
which in the Senate includes the formation 
of the Committees as well as the election of 
officers. A wise consideration of future in- 
terest will certainly sustain the course that 
has been suggested to the Democrats. 


THE CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT ELEC- 
TION IN INDIANA. 

A week from to-day the people of Indiana 
will vote again on the question of adopting 
the constitutional amendments submitted to 
them last April. These amendments were 
proposed to and adopted by the Legislatures 
of 1877 and 1879, and voted on ata special 
election April 5, 1880. Town and village 
elections were held the same day, but sep- 
arate boxes were used for municipal tickets 
and ballots on the amendments. The latter 
received majorities ranging from 20,000 to 
50,000 in a total vote of 321,842,—a large yote 
for mere townehip elections. 

The partisan decision of the Supreme 
Court, delivered June 18, declaring the vote 
on the amendments abortive, was a gross 
prostitution of the judicial power to party 
ends. Itis not doubted now that the opin- 
ion of the three Democratic Judges was in- 
tended, first, to assist Hendrieks’ canvass for 
the Presidential nomination at Cincinnati; 
and secondly, to help the Democracy by re- 
storing Indiana, which was supposed to be a 


reasonably sure Bourbon State, to the list of - 


October States. 

Three of the Democratic Judges, consti- 
tuting a majority of the Court. held the pre- 
tense that the result of the election could not 
be judicially ascertained because the town- 
ship votes had not been, and could not be, 
canvassed and footed up asa whole. Upon 
this flimsy pretext the proceedings were 


‘declared null and void ab imitio. At the 


same time the Court held that the question 


could be again submitted at a separate and 


special election, and that if decided affirma- 
tively the election would stand.

any other single cause to the Republican 
success in the State and the Nation. 
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prevent, corruption, repeating, and baliot- box 
stuffing, and destroy the motive for coloniza- 
tion and outside interference in the affairs of 
the State. Indiana would cease to be a 
battleground for both the great parties, to 
be won by bribery, fraud, and colonization. 
The passions of the people would not be ex- 
cited in that State more than iu all the

But it is under- 
stood that a conspiracy has been formed 
among the Bourbon leaders of the State, who 
are desperate and unscrupulous to the last 
degree, to defeat them. It would bea great 
moral victory for the decent and. honest 
classes of ple, and a proper censure of the 
partisan J who once defeated the pop- 
ular will, to have a large vote cast for the 
amendments next Monday. Republicans and 
right-minded Democrats of Indiana should 
see to it that this is done; and the majority 
in their favor should be so large that there 
will no longer be the least pretext for quib- 
bling, evasion, or judicial subterfuge.

THE CONGRESSIONAL SPOILS SYSTEM. 

President Garfield in his inaugural ad- 
dress touched on the subject of office tenure, 
and incidentally pointed out to Congress and 
to the country the hope of and the means 
whereby there may be by legislation a perma- 
nent reform in the Civil-Service system of 
the United States. The President, speaking 
on this subject, said: 

The Civil Service cau never be on a 
satisfactory basis until it ie regulated by law. 
For the good of the serv itself, for the pro- 
tection of those who are intrusted with the ap- 
Aap es J power, against the waste of time and 

obstruction to public business caused by in- 
ordinate pressure for place, and for the protec- 
tion of incumbents against intrigue and wrong. 
I shall at the proper time ask Congress to fix the 
tenure of minor offices of the several Executive 
Departmenta, and be the grounds upon 
which removals iL be made during the 
—— for which the incumbents have been ap- 

uted. 


President Garfield was m Congress from 


March, 1868, until December, 1880, and in 
direct and intimate relations with all the 
Departments of the Government. No man 
has been a more observant witness of the 
degradation of politics, and the injury to the 
public service, resulting from the insatiabte 
clamor for office, and the imperious demands 
made upon members of Congress .by party 
friends for a share in the spoils of party 
victory. 

Gen. Garfield has not during his public 
service undertaken to “boss” the politics of 
Ohio, or of any other State; he has not un- 
dertaken to control the Federal patronage in 
that State; he has not organized a faction in 
Ohio devoted to his personal interests, 
and therefore has never demanded the 
whole or even his “share” of the 
offices for any “wing” of ‘the party 
devoted to himself. He has witnessed 
the deplorable ‘effects of this policy 
upon the politics of other States, and asa 
matter of taste and of justice has not imi- 
tated the folly of others. The distribution of 
patronage, as part of the emoluments of Sen- 
ators and Representatives, has worked more 
injury to the party by the dissensions and 
strife it has produced than has any warfare 
by the Democrats. He enters the Executive 
office, therefore, without having ever been, 
or having desired or -attempted to be, a Boss 
or dictator in the distribution of offices 
among personal retainers, and with a painful 
knowledge of the baleful effects of such a 
system upon the unity and strength of his 
own party and upon the general politics of 
the country.

MILWAUKEE.

MILWAUKZS, March 5.—The week just ended has 
been one of considerable interest at the Chamber of 
Commerce. The tendency of the market was toward 
a higher range of prices, and there were various in- 
fluences calculated to benen the dull element. The 
European and New York markets continued to im- 
prove, and it is now recorded. for the first time in 
several weeks, that the difference between wheat in 
Milwaukee and Liverpool is relatively correct, the 
steady advance in England during the past ten days 
having placed quotations upon a normal basis. In 
addition to this, those working for higher prices have 
felt creatiy encouraged by the stormy and generally 
unpropitious weather. The wheat-belt of the West 
has passed through a severe ordeal sinee last Le- 
cember. Several great blizzards found the winter- 
plant entirely unprotected by snow, and the frost is 
known to be deep in the earth. There have siso 
been thawing and fress since the frst fall of 
snow, which is manifestly dangerous to the crop. Now 
there is a certainty of a backward spring, and 
in all probability farmers will be discourazed by this 
and the poor condiuon of the soil from sowing an av- 
erage spring acreage. These views are aided by the 
fact of depieted stocks of breadstaffs throughout the 
Old World.

THE COOPERAGE TRADE. 


T. J. Morgan presented the following report 
on the cooperage trade: 

The cooperage trade is divided into three 
branches,—trimmers, including all those engaged 
in the packing-houses, oil and lard work, etc., 
where cooperage is used over again; new-tigat 
workmen inciude those who make barrels for 
oils, whisky, beer, ete.; slack workmen are those 
who make barrels for flour, apples etc. In busy 
times the number employed tua this city is about 
700. The nationalities of the workmen are Irish 
and [rish- Americans, % per cent; German and 
German-American, W per cent; Bohemian, 10 
per cent; Scindinavian, 10 per cent; 
American and otsers, 10 r cent. Em- 
veneer is very fluctua „ the trade 

ing affected dy weather, crops, dda of 
markets, etc. The season of steady work is in 
the fail and winter, and continues for about 
four months. When tra ie is brisk in these 
months, the wages average as follows: Trim- 
mers, $2.75 por day; tigat-workmen, $14 per 
day; “slack workmen, $10 per week. During 
the remaining eight months of the year the 
earnings of ali coopers do not exceed $6 per 
week.

George Schilling said that ten years ago siack- 
workmen received 25 cents per flour barrel, yet 
to-day the only received 10 cents. This was a 
deciine in wages of 75 per cent, while livingt 
house-rent, fuel, etc., was fully as high as it was 
ten years ago.

WATER-FAMINES. 


How They May Be Escaped by Farm 
ers, or People Liviug in Towns Un- 
supplied with Water- Works. 

To the Editor of The Vhicago Tribune - 

Omr1caGo, March L—For some months past, 
and untl relieved by the late thaw, a severe 
water-famine had prevailed over large areas of 
country, both East and West, causing in many 
cases the partial or total suspensian of manu- 
facturing dependent on water- power, and great 
inconvenience to some only requiring water fo 
steam purposes. But the most widespread incon- 
venieuce was experienced by farmed and peo- 
ple living in townsunsuppiied with water- works, 
and dependent upon creeks, ponds, wells, or cis- 
terns for watet for stock and household pur- 
poses. These went dry; and, as a consequence, 
stock had to be driven long distances for water, 

and water—or ice to be meited—hauled at a 

great expense for household purposes. It is 

said that in many cases farmers were compelled 
to sell their stock from their inability to furnish 
it with water. As such a state of things bas 
been of frequent occurrence in the past, and 
wii be in the future, it is a. good 
time, before the impresion wears away. to con- 
sider by what means people living in the coun- 
try, or in the smaller towns, may escape such 
joss and inconvenience when another time 
| comes round in which the ordinary water-sup- 
ply fails. | 

The practical question is, How can an untail- 
ing supply of water be obtained; or, in the 
absence of this, a reserve supply stored up, 
which can be drawn upon and made available at 
such times of scarcity? I will mention four 
such sources of supply: 

1. Artesian wells. 

2. Sinking or boring our ordinary weils to the 
deeper and more perwanent veins of water.

HIS CAREER.

He was educated at 
the Utica Academy, but, at the age of 15, he 
was thought old enough to begin to work for 
himself, and was apprenticed, to learn the 
printing business, to Wesley Bailey, the veteran 
Abolition editor of the Liberty Press. Young 
James served the fuli term of his apprentice- 
ship, five years, and in the meantime wrote 
several articles for the Liberty Press, which 
were aecepted and printed. Working in 
such an Office, and surrounded by the per-

which have characterized his career from 
early boyhood. He became an ar- 
dent supporter of the claims of 
the masses to the rights which he 
Méaimed were inherent in manhood. The 
old Whig party was the only party which 
then represented this sentiment, and he be- 


} came a violent Whig, advocating the princi- 


ples of the party long before he was old 
enough to vote for them. He believed then, 
when amere boy, that every’ creed, every 
color, and every nationality should have 
equal rights in this Republic, and he has 
never deserted those principles since. In 
1857 his apprenticeship to Mr. Bailey ended, 
and, in partnership with the Hon. Francis B. 
Fisher, he purchased the Madison County 
Journal, a Whig paper published at Hamilton, 
Anderson County. At this time things were 
strongly Democratic, and the Town of Ham- 
ton, under the lead of Gen. James W. Nye, 
afterwards United States Senator from 
Névada, was the Democratic stronghold of 
the county. Mr. James’ paper did good 


service in

cause, but the Democratic tendencies of the 
county were too strong to be over- 
come by printer’s ink, and, although the 
editorial writings of Mr. James were strong 
and vigofous, the county still remained 
Democratic. When the Republican party 
was first formed, Mr. ames made 
‘the Madison County Journal a Repub- 
lican paper, and advocated the election of 
Fremont. During the lasi five years of his 
residence at Hamilton he was made Collector 
of Canal Tolls, and this office he filled to-the 
satisfaction of his fellow citizens, in conjune- 
tion With his editorial duties, until he left 
Hamilton to come to this city. This was in 
1861. Mr.. James had learned by that time 
that it was not profitable to run a Republican 
journal in a county which was strongly 
Democratic, and, as his principles were too 
firmly grounded to aliow him to change the 
tone of his paper to suit the popular demand, 
he decided to sell the journal and come to 
this city. Hesecured an appointment as 
INSPECTOR OF CUSTOMS 
under Hiram Barney, who was at that time 
Collector of the Port of New York. In this 
position he served until 1864, when he was 
made a Weigher. After serving five years in 
this capacity he was promoted, in 1869, to the 
position of Deputy Collector of the Third 
Division, in which position he had charge of 
the business of the warehouse department 
of the Custom-House. Upon the inaugura- 
tion of Civil-Service reform he was made 
President of the Board of Examiners for the 
Custom-House. In 1873 Mr. Cornell, Surveyor 
of the Port, resigned, and the friends of 
Mr. James urged President Grant to ap- 
point him to the vacant place. At about the 
same time, however, Gen. P. H. Jones, Post- 
master of this city, resigned, and Gen. Grant 
designated Mr. James as his successor. This

BIOGRAPHICAL. 

Robert Todd Lincoln, the eldest son and 
only surviving child of Abraham Lincoln, 
was born in Springfield, III., Aug. 1, 1843. He 
prepared. for college at Phillips’ Academy, 
Lxeter. N. II., and, having entered Harvard, 
graduated the summer of 1864. Four months 
subsequently he became a member of the 
Harvard Law School. But before fin- 
ishing the course he went into 
the army and was on Gen. 
Grant’s staff with the rank of Captain, from 
Feb. 20 to June 10, 1865, serving until the 
War closed. He then returned to his law- 
books, and completed his studies. He lo- 
cated in Chicago, and was admitted to the 
Bar by the Supreme Court of the State, Feb. 
25, 1867. In September of the following year 
he was married in Washington, by hop 
Simpson, to Mary Harlan, daughter of ex- 
Senator Harlan, of lowa. He and his wife 
spent six months of the summer and 
fall of 1872 in Europe, and, on re- 
turning to Chicago, he associated himself 
with Mr. Edward S. Isham, in law practice, 
and the two have been partners ever since, 
the firm being one of the best-known in the 
city, and doing a large and lucrative busi- 
ness. Mr. Lincoln, litically, followed in 
the footsteps of his illustrious father and is 
a “stalwart” Republican, though, with two 
exceptions, he has taken no active part in 
politics. o was conspicuous several years 
ago in squelching the Bang of robbers who 
controlled the South Town, and voted them- 
selves enormous salaries for doing nothing. 
He was elected Supervisor, and put 
the affairs of the town in good shape, and, 
since then, not a dollarof taxes has been 
levied for town purposes. He came to the 
front again last year, favoring Gen. Grant 
for vsident. He was a delegate to the 
State Convention, and was chosen to repre- 
sentin part his Congressional district in the 
National Convention, but gave up his place 
to Stephen A. Douglas, Jr. He was a Presi- 
dential Elector on the Republican ticket, 
and, as an evidence of his popularity at home, 
it may be stated that he received a larger num- 
ber of votes than any of his Mr. 
Lincoln is a man of vigor, ability, and exec- 
utive capacity, and, like his father, has com- 
mon sense, and is known for his good judg- 
ment and unaffected modesty, Besides, he 
is energetic, and loves to work.

IN EARLY LIFE 
Mr. MacVeagh had married a daughter of 
Mr. Lewis, his law preceptor, and, after her 
death, he married, in 1867, a daughter of ex- 
Senator Simon Cameron. It Was on account 
of his new family relations that, after his re- 
turn from the Turkish mission, he moved his 
residence to Harrisburg. In October, 1872, 
he was elected a Republican delegate to the 
Convention for revising the Constitution of 
the State.

' VERY ANXIOUS FOR HIM TO ACCEPT, 
but, after mature reflection, he declined it. 
At the beginning of 1876 Mr. MacVeagh re- 
moved his law office from Harrisburg to 
Philadelphia, and he has since made this 
city the chief scene of his professional 
labors. His residence, however, is in Lower 
Merion Township, Montgomery Coun- 
ty, where he recently bought 
a fine farm. His connection with 
the famous Louisiana Commission three 
years ago is well remembered. For his ac- 
tion, which resulted in the overthrow of the 
Carpet-Bag Government, he was assailed by 
Gen. Butler, and promptly replied in two re- 
markabie letters, which shows that Butler 
has mistaken the character of the mea with 
whom he was dealing. 

IN THE FIRST OF THESE LETTERS 
he said:

For those who do not 
know me, perhavs I ought to add that, apart 
from any repugnance on my part to the crime, 
there were two practical difficulties in the way 
of my committing it. I had no money of my 
own to spare, and itis only a military command- 
ant ot New Orleans in time of war who can safe- 
ly appropriate any considerable quantity of the 
property of others to his own use. 

IN THE SECOND LETTER, 

which was a rejoinder to Butler’s published 
reply, he ,started out by intimating that 
Butler ad overworked his inveet- 
ive faculties, and had destroyed 
“that reputation for effective scur- 
rility” which he had so sedulously 
fostered. “ You deliberately,” he continued, 
“ wrote and published concerning me four 
sheer falsehoods, without a particle of 
foundation for any one of them.

So 
Wayne Mac Veagh was not appointed Minis- 
ter to England, nor did Simon Cameron se- 
cure the place. In the summer of 1879 the 
English mission again fell vacant, and it was 
understood that Mr. MacVeagh could have 
had the place if he had not peremptorily de- 
clined it. His name was also mentioned at 
the time in connection with the Attorney- 
Generalship, but the anticipated vacancy 
did not occur. The prominent part recently 
taken by Mr. MacVeagh ia political affairs 
need not be given at length. He was one of 
the organizers’of the National Republican 
League, which did such effective work in 
preventing the nomination of Gen. Grant for

FEARFUL COLLISION. 
WRECK OF THE EX-PRESIDENTIAL TRAIN. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Bat Tong, Md., March 5.—About 4 
o’clock this afternoon a rumor reached this 
city that the special train over the Baltimore 
& Potomac Railroad, on which ex-President 
Hayes and party left Washington at 1 p. m., 
had collided with another train near Severn 
Station, about eleven miles from Baltimore. 
The rumor, which caused considerable ex- 
citement;, was quickly verified, and as usual 
the most exaggerated reports of the occur- 
rence were circulated. The factsin the case, 
as learned from a gentleman who was a pas- 
senger on the train, and who arrived here 
tenight, are substantially as follows: The 
section of the 10 a. m. train to which the ex- 
President’s car was attached did not leave 
Washington until a few minutes before 1 
o’clock, owing to a delay occasioned by the 
heavy travel on the road. At 1:15 p. m., 
just after Mr. Hayes finished his luncheon, 
and when the train was rounding a curve 
near Severn Station, it collided with two 
engines going in the opposit direction, and 
bound from Baltimore to Washington. The 
terrific nature of the shock will be appre- 
ciated when it is stated that all three engines 

were 
GOING AT THE 


RATE OF FORTY MILES AN 

HOUR. 

The engines and three or four of the pas- 
senger-coaches were thrown from the track, 
and several cars telescoped, while the shrill 
hiss of escaping steam ‘ana cries of the 
wounded and affrighted passengers added to 
the confusion. Almost every one on the 
train were thrown from their seats, and the 
next instant were scrambling wildly from 
the doors and windows before the crash of 
timbers had subsided. A rush was at once 
made for the front, and the full extent of the 
catastrophe quickly ascertained. The tender 
of the passenger engine was driven throngh 
the front of the first Pullman car, occupied 
by a special party from Shamokin, Pa. This 
earin turn wascrushed half way through 
the second, while on all sides were smoking 
and steaming masses of débris formed by 
the shattered engines, which were 
ALMOST COMPLETELY DEMOLISHED. 

The first engine of the two bound for Wash- 
ington was twisted on one side, and had 
plowed the earth for yards. Amid the roar 
ot escaping steam the shrill cries of an un- 
fortunate victim could be heard, carrying a 
chill to the hearts of all who first reached the 
head of the train. At first the where- 
abouts of the sufferer could not be 
ascertained, but finally it was found 
that he was under the corner of the south 
bound engine, half buried in the earth. By 
means of levers the vast mass of iron was 
slowly raised, and the crushed and blackened 
body was recognized as John Oliver, a bag- 
gagemaster ofthe road, Who, had on 
one of the two engines. To the surprise of 
all, the unfortunate man was conscious when 
drawn out, and moaned piteously for five or 
ten minutes before death ended his suffer- 
ings. His skull was fractured, his breast 
crushed in, and 

THE BODY GROUND ALMOST TO A PULP. 

By this time all the male passengers had 
surrounded the wreck and gave active as- 
sistance to the train-men engaged in rescu- 
ing the victims, whose cries could be heard 
from beneath the ruins. A faint moaning in 
the first Pullman car directed the efforts of 
the wrecking party in that ‘direction, and, 
after tearing away the side, the body of Mr. 
J. Wayne Young, of Shamokin, Pa., was 
drawn forth. Life was extinct, and the dis- 
figured remains were laid on a blanket in 
the snow while the party again turned their 
attention to the wreck. The following 
wounded were then successively rescued: 

Harry Freeburn, of Washington* engineer 
of the first south-bound engine, skull 
fractured and otherwise injured; probably 
fatal.

As fast as the injured were removed they 
were first placed on improvised beds along 
the roadside, and afterwards removed to

THE SCENE. 
Here two physicians, who were on thescene, 
and others from the surrounding country, 
were quickly at work alleviating as far as 
possible the sufferings of the wounded. 

In Mr. Hayes’ car, just before the accident, 
the incidents of President Garfiela’s inaugu- 
ration were under discussion, and the party 
generally werte chatting and laughing. Those

John Unglaub, of Baltimore, the engineer 
of the passenger train, stated that he saw the 
other engine as he rounded the curve, and at 
once reversed his engine. He could have 
jumped off, but decided at the last moment 
to stick to his post. When the shock came 


in the car were Mr. Hayes, his. wife, and two 
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kindly cared for by a number of ladies, 
among whom was Mrs. Hayes. As the latter 
was at last compelled to leave the scene she 
pressed the hand of the engineer warmly, 
and with tears in her eyes thanked him for 
his bravery.

PROHIBITION AND LICENSE. 


The Workings of the Two Systems in 
Michigan. 
Detroit Tribuné, March 3. 

The argument made by the Hon. N. A. Earle. 
of Grand Rapids, in the House of Representa- 
tives at Lansing, against any return to Prohi- 
bition as a State policy for dealing with the liq- 
uor-traffic, was forcible in all points, and con- 
tained statements which deserve general atten- 
tion. Mr. Earle made some investigations into 
te practical workings ot the present law at his 
own home with results which he thus summed 
up in his speech: 

The Internal- Revenue Collector of the Fourth 
District. has furnished me the figures showing 

the amount received by the Government for in- 
ternal revenue from liquor-dealers in that dis- 
2 for each year, from 1878 to 1879 inclusive, as 
follows: 


The Government tax on each ciass was 825, 
$100, 320, and $50 respectively. Dividing the to- 
tals received for each year will give the average 
number of dealers for that year, apd we tind 
that in 1875, the year of the change in the law, 
there were 1,167 retail dealers, 2] wholesale deal- 
ern. 7 retail mait dealers, and 9 wholesale malt 
deafers, and that in 1879 there were 728 retail 
dealers. 8 wholesale dealers, 5¥ retali malt deal- 
ers, and 16 wholesale malt dealers, This shows 
a decrease in the retail liquor-dealers of 439, ana 
of the wholesale liquor-dealers of 13, while the 
retail malt dealers have increased W. and the 
wholesale malt dealers have increased 7. Ave- 
raging these, and we have a total decrease of all 
clusses of dealers of 413 in the Fourth Collection 
District of Michigan. Druggiate are included. 
The Collector of the district informs me that 
there has been an increase of fifty in the drug- 
gists, which would still further swell tbe figures 
showing the decrease. It seems to me that this 
shows that the presentsystem of taxing and reg-
